Expressing the opinion — that 
community input was not obtained 
in the decision to close McFadden 
Elementary School, residents of the 
La Jolla area Monday afternoon 
sought a temporary restraining 
order from Superior Court to prevent 
Placentia Unified School District 
trustees from leasing or disposing of 
the facility. 

Immediate action on the order was

It was indicated this week that the 
legal actions will seek to vindicate 
alleged violations of the peoples’ 
civil rights. There is also contention 
that PUSD trustees did not act in 
good faith and may have violated the

Now that the season has started I find that | have more coaches than | 
had planned on. We seem to have at least (vo per player. The players and 
lare happy that vou attend the games, but as coaches please abide by the 
following rules: 

1. Don’t alter you son's stance when he is at the plate. We work all 
week to teach him to look awkward to fool the pitcher. You spoil our 
strategy if vou tell him to keep his elbow up or his head in. 

2. Don'thelp the pitcher by telling him where to pitch or what to throw. 
Itis part of our game plan to throw a wild pitch now and again to keep the 
batters loose. 

3. We want the pitcher to make the batters hit the ball. Otherwise our 
fielders get cold and have to go to the bathroom.

Mr. Zavala, for almost twenty years, gave 
of himself in public service to the residents of the PUSD. the North 
Orange Counts College District. and also to St. Joseph's Parochial School 
in his private life. | pray that | may be able to have that much service 
credited to my ledger book when my turn comes to open it for the final 
auditing 

Due to the above, there now exists a vacaney on the Placenta School 
Board. As I'm sure you remember, we had the regular school board 
election about six weeks ago in which Lwas a candidate. Prana very active 
and open campaign and achieved third place behind two candidates who 
won the two seats which were up for election. The school board has 
recently decided that they are going to fill the vacancy by appointing 
someone from the district 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Rod Jiminez for 
entering my name into nomination last week before the school board. 
Since that time I have received numerous expressions of support from all 
segments and areas of the district. [wish to offer my heartfelt thanks to all 
of these people for their sentiments. The common threads that ran 
through all of their remarks was the fact that they felt that the democratic 
process is important and therefore the results of that last election should 
be the deciding factor.

A frustrated park development 
program. embarrassed by lack of 
sufficient funds is expected to 
receive new impetus here with 
allocations of State Proposition 2 
funding voted in the November. 
1976 election. 

Placentians voted against the 
measure. 

Outlining a $1,390,175 overall 
park and facility development 
schedule. Jim Soto. Director of 
Recreation and Human Services 
listed priorities for city council last 
week. 

State monies would be used for 
$89,900 in projects including tennis 
court resurfacing at Valencia and El 
Dorado High Schools (total cost 
$30.000, half to city and half to 
Placentia Unified School District), 
$15,000; Tuffree Hill Park handball 
wall construction, $7,000; Arroyo 
Verde lake bank treatment. $1,500: 
Kraemer Park parking lot. $6,400; 
Bradford — Park development. 
$38.000 and Wagner Park develop- 


ment phase 3, $22.000. 

Number 2 priorities would use 
$104,500 of park-in-licu fees (which 
are behind schedule) as they come 
in. Included: Wagner Park, phase 2. 
$25,000; Bradford Park consultant 
fee, $4,000; Goldenrod Park, phase 
2 and playground cquipment, 
$25,000; four park identification 
signs, $4,000: reconstruction of 
picnic shelter at Tuffree Hill Park, 
$3,500; air conditioners for Koch

La Jolla Delegation 
Seeks Aid For Area 


An oral petition to the city of 
Placentia to use some of its 
government funding to improve 
conditions in the La Jolla area was 
delivered in person Tuesday night 
by residents of that neighborhood. 

The vroup is asking the 
expenditure of $183,752 or part of it, 
left over from an ambitious $1 
million public improvement pro- 
gram now underway in the Atwood 
section, 

The Atwood program ts providing 
streets, sidewalks, curbs, gutters, 
storm drains and sewers. 

Led by Rodriguo Jimenez, former 
city planning commissioner, the La 
Jolla neighbors asked for improve- 
ment in their housing. parks and an 
unpaved dirt alley. 

“Hts the concensus of the people 
that they desire to be able to 
rehabilitate and = refurbish their 
homes in some manner,’ Jimenez 
began. ‘’There is also concern in the 
community over the park started 
several years ago on Gonzales Street 
and La Jolla Road.” 

The park. provided by free labor 
from the area has fallen into 
disrepair, Jimenez pointed out and 
was originally expected to provide a 
drinking fountain. Completing and 
refurbishing the park could supply 
badly needed jobs in the area. 
Jimenez added. 

Concerning housing Jimenez 
explained that some of the homes 
have not been rehabilitated or 
refurbished because of low incomes. 
“It is very difficult for them to 
expend monies that are needed for 
other necessities. Jimenez also 
added that the dirt alley was 
creating health problems of mud in 
rainy periods and dirt and dust when 
it is dry. The alley is the entry for 
several homes. 

Ruth Chaidez, who owns property 
in the La Jolla neighborhood, 
expressed the area's concern over 
alleged illegal entries made by city 
and county inspectors and the 
dilemma it is creating for the 
section. 

She expressed the desire of the 
people to have their homes 
improved but stated the fears of the 
area over ‘‘code enforcement’ in 
which inspectors finding something 
below building code could give an 
ultimatum to homeowners to either 
repair the transgressions or face 
demolition of their houses. 

‘On these illegal entries,’ Ms. 
Chaidez continued, ‘‘our community 
is not going to tolerate that."’ 

Mayor Pro Tem William Rashford 
said that he and fellow councilmen 
would like to investigate the illegal 
entries. ‘‘We are your representa- 
tives. It is not our policy to have 
people harrass people. If there has 
been some illegal entries we would 
like to know about it. We are your 
representatives.” 

Ms. Chaidez continued on the 
subject of forcing code regulations 
that if people were evicted from 
housing by regulatory action that 
some other shelter should be 
provided for them to go to. ‘‘If you 
can guarantee that this is going to 


take place and atan amount they can 
afford to pay, we're not in 
opposition. 

“Em concerned about the elderly 
people who are living on social 
security and cannot afford to move 
out of their homes where they have 
been living for 30 or 40 vears. They 
tear code enforcement because it 
may mean having their home 
condemned. 

“There may be someone come in 
there who is totally insensitive. Thes 
may sav ‘your house ts not fit to live 
in’ and yet these people have no 
place else to live.” 

Councilman Jack Gomez pointed 
out that landlords in the area were 
entited to raise the rent if they 
improved their rental properties. 

Ms. Chaidez: "These people 
would no longer be able to live there 
if there is a high increase.” 

Gomez: “I think this council has 
the feeling that we have to do 
something about low — income 
housing and we're willing to do it. 
We are aware of the needs of all the 
people in our city and we are going to 
do something about it.”

Ideas On Parent Committee 


To The Placentia Courier: 

Thank you for your consistently accurate reporting of the activities of 
the Educational Facilities Planning Committee. 

In September 1974 the Educational Facilities Planning Committee 
(EFPC) was setup by the Placentia Unified School District Trustees as a 
citizens’ advisory group to study and recommend to the Trustees on items 
concerned with school facilities. As sometimes happens with new 
citizens’ committees, our first year resulted in little work, and the loss of 
many members. The second vear we participated in the Van Buren issue, 
and the Sierra Vista boundary change. This third vear we sent to the 
School Board recommendations on sizes of Junior High Schools, parking 
lots, and the boundaries for tre new Tynes and Woodsboro Schools. This 
year we made some progress in retaining committee member interest, 
and began working more as a group with a purpose. We still have a long 
way to go. but we did make progress. 

In our activity with the Tynes School boundary. the Staff presented six 
alternatives for boundanes, four of which would close McFadden. It was 
evident the Staff favored one of those four. As a citizens’ committee we 
studied the six Staff alternatives. listened to comments from the 
community. asked our own questions of the Staff. drew and redrew stacks 
of maps of the Valencia attendance area, accepted a plan from a citizen. 
and finally presented three different boundary plans to the School Board 
They selected one which included the clusing of McFadden School. 

Now the PUSD Trustees have. in the words of the Courier, 
“MOTHBALIED™ the EFPC. It was voiced by a citizen that the 
committee was becoming too powerful. All we ever worked to do was 
formulate citiven recommendations for the School Board. We tried to 
investigate and study and discuss alternatives. and to democratically 
arrive at our recommendations. It is sad that our vigor was interpreted by 
some to be ‘dangerous power.’” when we just began to function more 
effectively and democratically. And too. it 1s unfortunate the Trustees 
recently limited our scope of study to only Board charged items. Several 
EFPC members were enthusiastic about arriving at a citizens’ 
recommendation on the $8 Million Anaheim Redevelopment funds. What 
could be more helpful to the Trustees than a prioritized list of the 13 
projects trom a citizens’ committee whose charge is facilities? 

A citizens’ advisory committee is a difficult line to walk. In the case of 
the EFPC. the Board appointed members to formulate citizen 
recommendations tor the Trustees, the elected officials of the school 
district. [nour subject of tucuaues.. mostotour information came from the 
Statt 

Craven advisors committees are coming into existence more and more 
inthe field of education. Most federal and state grant proposals need 
participation by citizen advisory: groups. Two elements are needed if 
these groups are to be effective: 

1 Interested. dedicated citizens who care enough about childrens’ 
education and training to volunteer their service on these 
committees. 

2) A professional Staff that has quality education foremostin thea git so 
that it dees not feel threatened and become defensive when 
eluzens ask questions and wish to discuss alternatives 

Then a School Board can make its decision based on both the 

recommendations trom the Professionals and from the Taxpayers. 

Hopetully if the EFPC is reconstituted bs the School Board next tall. it 
will have some definite guidelines. Parents can contribute meaningfully 
ted school district, and many do desire to serve an institution # hick ws so
